in March, it the Weather permitted; all which would 


make up ſeven hundred Quarters, at 7 5. per Quar- 
ter. 

But notwithſtanding that R. R. wrote to C. G. that 
he had no more Oats at Saltaſh for him, at that Price; 
he ſent the ſaid Rowe a third time, and deſired R. R. 
to load him again, and give him a quick Diſpatch. 
He arrived at Sattaſh in a few Days, and deſired to be 
laden forthwith; although R. R. told him when he 
went off the ſecond Time, and wrote alſo to C. G. that 
he could not buy any more without an Advanceof at 


leaſt 2 5. per Quarter; for it was Seed Time, and the 


Market was but thin of Corn. But the ſaid Rowe 
knew that R. R. had Corn of J. Y's by him. which 
Was not ſhipped, nor his Veſſel come to fetch it, did 
with a freſh Order from C. G. to deſire R. R. by all 
Means to diſpatch the Veſſel; alſo to make up a thou- 
ſand Quarters at the Market Price. At length with 
much Importunity, R. R. did conſent to lend as much 
of J. Y's Oats as would load the Veſſel the third time, 
although he was put to great Difficulty to buy in the 
like Quantity in the Room of it; for J. Y's Oats at 
that Time were 9 s. per Quarter. But R. R. did not 
charge C. G. any more than 8 5. 6d. per Quarter, as 
the Account .does make to appear. 


N otwith. 


Notwithſtanding all the Trouble R. R. had to load 
Rowe the third time, C. G. ſent William Hammond, 
with a Veſſel that would carry two hundred and thirty 
Quarters of Corn, and deſired R. R. to load him allo. 
R. R. offered Hammond, that if he would take the Pains 
to go to Padſtote, and load there, he ſhould, if it was 
not loaden by Johz Parkins. But he not being ac- 
quainted with the North Channel, - declined it, and went 
to Dartmouth to load, where C. G. had Corn allo. 
Soon after R. R. received another Order, to buy for 
C. G. tive thouſand Quarters, at 105. 6 d. per Quarter, 
if to be had in the Country, but not to exceed that 
Price. By this Time Oats about Plymouth and the afore- 
{aid Markets were ſcarce to be had; but R. R. wrote 
to C. G. that he had provided a Cargoe for Rowe, at 
the Parr, near Fowey, in Cornwall. About the 26th 
of July, Rowe arrived at the Parr, and was in a little 
Time loaden there by John Polſue, of St. Blazy near the 
Parr, with five hundred Buſhels of that Country Mea- 
fure ; with which he was as full as when he had two 
hundred and ſeven Quarters on board at Mortham. But 
before this Time Parkiz's Veſſel arrived at London, 
with two hundred and ſixty-five Quarters of Oats, in 
good Condition, as R. R. was informed. | 

After Parkiu's long Neglect, being at leaſt three 
Months longer than the time agreed by R. R. with him; 
by which the Laftage at Padfow amounted to three 
Guineas more than ordinary, by reaſon of the aforeſaid 
Neglect of Time. C. G. refuſed to pay the Maſter the 
full Freight that R. R. had agreed with Parkiz for; 
which R. R. was obliged to pay Parkin afterwards. 
Several Letters paſs'd between C. G. and Parkin about 
Trade while the Veſſel was in London; in which *

had ordered J. Parkin to buy all the Oats in that Cir- 
cuit of the Country, and withal did load Parkiz's Veſſel 
* Deals and Timber to the Value of 40 J. 65. 
d. 
After the aforeſaid ſive Cargoes of Oats were ſafely 
delivered at London, and ſold to good Advantage, as R. 
ij R. was informed, C. G. ſent William Hammond a ſe- 1 
ll cond time to Saltaſb, to fetch what Oats of his were ; 
left, and to go to Padſiow to fetch what was there if he 
would. R. R. did in Purſuance to his Order, fetch ſome 
i} from Moriham and Pentillie, put on board what lay at 
i Saltaſh, ſent him to Parr to load what was there, and 
fetched the Pad/iow Oats over Land, which, with ſome 
Oats of Governour Pitt's on Freight, and near twenty 
Quarters at Loe, did almoſt load him to about twenty 
Quarters; and Hammond told R. R. there was twenty 
Quarters more bought of old Oats, but he would not ' 
ſtay for them, they being not threſhed. Hammond ſafely | 
arrived at London, and delivered one hundred and forty 
Quarters of Oats to C. G. all in good Order. 
R. R. deſigned to go to London, and ſettle the Account 
with C. G. for the ſix Cargoes of Oats, which, together 
with the Charge and Commiſſion, amounted to $77 J. 
odd Money; and R. R. had drawn by Bills on the ſaid 
C. G. which he had accepted, and paid 557 J. 105. 
Whilſt the fore-mentioned Buſineſs was in hand, R. 
R. drew two little Bills, 20 J. each, twenty Days after 
1 Date, with Advice of the ſame. The ſaid Bills were 
It negotiated, ſo that they did not reach C. G. till fix or 
li ſeven Weeks after they were drawn; and about eight 
Weeks after came back for want of Honour ; which 
R. R. was obliged to repay. In the mean time, C. G. 
ſent R. R. a Bill of 40 J. 65. 8 d. on J. Parkin, of w_ 
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(7) 

R. R. could receive but 30 J. 6s. 8 d. and a Note of 
Hand for 10 J. more in fourteen Days, of which R. 
R. adviſed C. G. But before the ſaid Note was paid, J. 
Parkin dy d an Inſolvent. | 

Whilſt the aboveſaid was doing, about the Time that 
Rowe had his Loading at Parr, there came a Londoner 
to Saltaſh, and agreed for Laftg, to hold Grain, about 
the Beginning of eAugu/t 1723, being a Sealon of the 
Year in which Markets that Way do afford but little 


Corn of any Sort, being commonly Harveſt. 
R. R. wrote to C. G. to know whether he had ſent 


| him there for the Man viſited the Markets, but could 


buy but little, the Corn being ſcarce at that Time of 
the Year. C. G. did not anſwer R. R. nor any Demand 
of Account, but left him in the Dark. But about the 
Middle of October, 1723, R. R. was arreſted with a 
King's-Bench Writ, for 200 l. at the Suit of C. G. and then 
it was known who this Man belonged to, whole Name 
was William Woolf, and who brought the Writ to J. H. 
Attorney at Law, in Saltaſh, who would not take lets 
than 400 J. Bail for R. R. 

Then was the Plot diſcovered that W. V. had laid for 
NR. R. as the Neighbours concluded by the Management 
of it, for he bound an Attorney up with an Oath of Se- 
creſy, not to divulge any Thing of the Matter; but that 
Attorney refuſing to fill a Warrant againſt R. R. he 
went to J. H. aboveſaid, who preſently filled a Warrant, 
with five Bayliffs Names on it to arreſt him. 

R. R. who was to be ſpoken with at any Time of 
the Day, having no Suſpicion of any Law, his Cre- 
dit being good among his Neighbours, as alſo at the 
Markets where he uſed to buy Corn, which was his 
whole Employ, and on which depended the *

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of himſelf and Family, was arreſted by one of J. H's 
Servants, and was put in the Houſe of Milliam Par- 
it nel. R. R. ſent a Meſſenger to his Wife, who ſoon 
0 came, be ing ſurprized at the Exerciſe that was fallen on 
her, to be ruined at once without any Notice. R. R. 
ſent a Letter to two of his Correſpondents at Plymouth, 
il Viz. J. F. and A. C. who readily came to him next Mor- 
"ig ning; R. R. being concerned to buy Corn for them on 
| Commiſſion, and had bought about one hundred and 
= twenty or more Quarters of Corn for them, and had 
ll; received 95 J. in Caſh to pay for the ſaid Corn, he be- 
ing engaged to buy for them the following Seaſon all 
Il that he could, and bring it into the River 7 amer. 
Wo The ſaid R. R. having a little Eſtate or Leaſe, hoping 
. that J. F. and H. C. would be his Friends, propoſed 
8 to them, that if they would pay off 30 l. which was the 
Balance of a Mortgage on the ſaid Eſtate, he would 
transfer the Mortgage to them, to prevent the Perſon 
who had the Mortgage ſeizing on it, and allo to pre- 4 
| ſerve it from C. G. if he could not agree with him on 
reaſonable Terms. The Eſtate coſt R. R. about 2007. 
it and was the Value of about 20 J. per eAnnum. J. F. 
0 and H. C. did agree to pay of the old Mortgage, and 
Wi R. R. ſigned the new Mortgage Deed or Transfer to 
0 them for their Security, hoping they would bail him 
out of C. G's Hands, that he might have Opportunity to 
make the moſt of what he had, and pay his juſt Debts, 
thinking he might in ſix Months agree with C. G. who 
He thought deſigned his utter Ruin. But contrary to 
| R. R's Expectation, and Dependance on J. F. and A. C. 
by after they were ſecured of all their Corn, and alſo their 
Money, they refuſed to bail R. R. but examined the 


Account between him and C. G. and found the Balance 
12 7 
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to be about 21 J. which they ſaid they would pay, and 
accordingly ordered a Correſpondent in London to go to 
C. G. and pay him 20 J. or 25 J. rather than leave the 


Account unſettled. 


R. R. was kept Priſoner all this while, being ſeven 
Days under his Keeper, in the Houſe of William Parnel 
aforeſaid, till the Anſwer came from Landon. When 
John Simpſon, who was employed by J. F. and «A. C. 
applied to C. G. 1n order to ſettle the Account, and Pay 
him his Money, he would do nothing, except two ſuffi- 
cient Men in London would be bound to pay him the 
Money that ſhould be judged to be his Due, then he 
would refer it, and not otherwiſe : So that J. S. could 
do nothing in the Matter. As ſoon as his Anſwer came, 
R. R. was put to the Sheriff's Ward at 'Bodmyz; but 


before he went out of William ParnePs Houſe, he paid 


for what Drink he had there, and for his Lodging, as 
alſo half a Crown a Day to the Man that waited on 
him tor ſeven Days together, and did not eat any thing 
but what his Wite and Daughter provided for him, all 
the Time he ſtayed in the Houle ; yet after R. R. was 
at the Sheriff's Ward, ſuch was the Extortion of J. H. 
that he ſent his Servant to R. R's Wife, and threatned 
her if ſhe did not pay 20 s. for Meat and Drink which 
had been eaten and drank by Bailiffs at William ParnePs, 
whilither Husband was a Pritoaer there, he would keep her 
Husband aPriſoner as long as he lived; when indeed there 
was 10 Bailiits waited on R. R. but he that was daily 
paid by him; neither did he cat or drink in the Houſe 
but what he paid for as a oreſaid. But J. H. cauſed 
another Man to be arrelted at his own Suit, and kept 
two or three Bailiffs to wait on him, till he was pleaſed 


to releaſe him; aud what they ſpent J. H. extorted from 


R. R's Wife, after he was carried to Priſon; he allo 
D perſwaded

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perſwad-d one Milliom Ahe, a Man of Plymouth, to 
whom R. R. owed 25 /. to put a Charge of 701. againſt 


him, after he was a Priſoner at Boamyn. Afterwards 
the ſaid /, A. was ſorry for what. he had done, and 
ordered J. H. to fend R. R. a Diſcharge from his Suit. ; 
and J. H wrote to V. e that he had ordered his A- 


gent the 25th of May, to diicharge R. R. from . A's. 


Suit. | 


And yet notwithſtanding his writing ſo to his Client, 
he did not write till A after, which was full three 


Months that R. R. was kept Priſoner for Want of the 


Diſcharge ; and J. H. or his Agent Higham, augmented. 


the Charge againſt R. R. to 587 J. and the whole Debt 
to his two Creditors that ſued him was not 50 1. After 


that R. R. was at the Sheriff's Ward ſeveral Weeks, 


he had a Letter from C. G. in which he wrote he was 
ſorry for what he had done to R. R. that his grey Hairs 
inclined him to Mercy ; that he had wrote to his Agent 
to forbear proſecuting the Writ, but it came too late; 
and that the difference which had happened between 


them was of ill Conſequence ; which was the Concluſion 
of his Letter. 


After this had paſſed, R. R. being a Priſoner, and ſee- 
ing no Hopes of Enlargement, was perſwaded to remove 
himſelf By a Habeas to the King's. Bench, where the 
Rules might be obtained at an eaſy Rate, and more 
Enlargement than was to be had at Bodmyn. R. R. in 
Purſuance to the Advice received, ordered an Attorney 
to ſend for a Habeas to remove himſelf; which came to 
Hand, and R. R. agreed with his Keeper to be removed 
from one Priſon to the other for ſeven Guineas; and in 
order to effect it, began their Journey the 24th Day of 
December, which was nine Weeks atter he had been a 
Priſoner at Bodmyn. R. R. ſtayed one Day at a 
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with William Trebilcock, his Keeper, who was very civil 
to him, all the Journey. On the 4th Day of January 
they entered London, and the next Day R. R. wrote to 
his Adverſary C. G. that he deſired to ſpeak to him, to 
whom he return'd his Anſwer, that he would ſpeak with 
him the next Day. Accordingly R. R. with his Keeper 
W. TI. and a Country-man, Martin Kgigwin, who lives 
in Landon, went to the Houle of C. G. and met with him 
at home. 

R. R. ſhewed C. G. his Account, and demanded of 
him, whether there was any particular Article in it mi- 


ſtaken. C G. reply'd, no; but only - objected againſt 


the Premium of the Money. More Diſcourſe paſſed; 
at laſt C. G. faid he was ſorry for what he had done. 
Then R. R. asked him in the Preſence of W. I. and 
M. Keigwin, whether he did not arreſt him on purpoſe 
to put him out of Malliam Woolf's Way, that he might 
not hinder him in buying Oats at Saltaſb; and C. G. 
confeſſed, he believed it was ſo. M. Meigtoiu uſed many 
Words with him, hoping to accommodate the Matter, 
and ſpoke ſomething of calling next Day, ſuppoſing a lit- 
tle Money would end it. 

R. R. asked C. G. what he demanded of him, he an- 
ſwered 57 J. but he did not matter the Money if it were 
not paid in twelve Months. R. R. ſeeing no Hopes of 
making an End, and not having Money to offer him, 
went to him no more. | | 

The next Day being the 8th of January, R. R. went 
with his Keeper W. I. to the Temple, to Judge Powrss 
Office, where be was ſoon turned over; the Tip-ſtaff 
was ready to receive him ; but before R. R: was to go, 
the Clark and Tip-ſtaff told him, that he muſt pay 25 x. 
6 d. before he went, viz. . 15s. 64. to the Clark, and 
10s, to the Tip-ſtaft. R. R. made ſome Stop at it, be- 
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lieving it was an Extortion; however, he paid it, being 
ignorant of the Matter, the Coach all the while waiting 
at the Door, which at laſt was entered by R. R. his 
Keeper, and the Tip-ſtaff, and in a little Time came to 
the Lodge, which 1s the Priſon Door, where the Turnkey 
demanded 2s, R. R. deſired to have a Bed to lie on, 
he not being uſed to ſet up all Night, but was anſwered 
there was no ſpare Bed in the Houſe; but that the 
Marſhal would come in a ſhort Time, who would order 
where R. R. ſhould go. R. R. ftay'd till Night, but 
no Marſhal came; at laſt his Son came, who ſaid he 


would put R. R. to a Lodging ; and he led him to a 
ſpunging Houſe, where he had a very good Bed, but at 
a ſaucy Rate, paying half a Crown the firſt Night, 
Io and yet there was another Man to lay in the ſame 
ed. 
The Entertainment was very good, but extravagantly 
dear, the cheapeſt Living at the Houſe being 5 5. 7 d. 


per Day. | 

This is mentioned to let the World know what 
Extortion is uſed towards thoſe poor unfortunate People, 
Whether they be Men or Women, it is all alike to thoſe 
Extortioners, for ſo they are, and they join together 


to oppreſs the Priſoners, and divide the Spoil between 


them. R. R. was at the Spunging Houle twelve Days, 


expecting Liberty every Day, but at laſt for want of 


Money, was put into the Priſon, where he could not 


find a Bed to lie on, but by leave of one of the Priſoners - 


who ſate up all Night, and that Bed colt R. R. one 
Shilling in Expence, who was very glad to get it 1o, 
for the Priſon was very full at that Time, being the 2oth 
Day of January, 1723-4. | 

The next Day, R. R. enquired for the Chamberlain, 


to whom he was directed for a Lodging; but * he 
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had met him, his Anſwer was, that rhere was no 
Bed; but that he would try what he could do among 
the Priſoners, which were above fourſcore in Num- 
ber. 7 
In a little Time the Chamberlain came, and told R. 
R. that he had found a Bed for him for two or three 
Nights, by Leave of another Priſoner, but withal, faid 
he muſt pay 4 5. in Hand for the firſt Month, and at- 
terwards pay 3 5. a Month while he was a Priſoner, or 
at leaſt when he. had clean Sheets; having the Promiſe 
of the next Vacancy that ſhould happen. But he could 
not perform his Promiſe, for the Priſoners came in fo 
faſt, that ſome lay on the Benches, and on the Floors 
by a Fire (where they could) for many Weeks together. 
But R. R. had his Bed ſeven or eight Weeks without 
any Hindrance ; till at laſt, by Reaton of the Scarcity 
of Lodging, was put to ſhift where he could, ſetting 
up ſome Nights, and was forced to change his Lodging 
{even or eight Times before he could ſettle ; all which 
Time, ſome of R. R's Friends uſed their Endeavours 
with his Adverſary C. G. and would have him to reter 
the Matter of Ditterence; to which at laſt he conſented, 
provided two ſuffictent Men would be bound to pay 
down the Money that ſhould appear to be due to him : 
But at length, after many Debates, he would not leave 
it to Reference, but that he would acquit R. R. for 25 J. 
but the Perſons finding by the Account that there Was 
no more than 101. 8s. 3 d. due to him to balance, did 
not comply with his Propoſal, ſo that the Caſe was laid 
aſide for two or three Months, and then renewed again, 
ſtill perſwading C. G. to ſet R. R. at Liberty; adding, 
that he was aged, and therefore it was hard to keep 
him in Priſon. C. G. anſwered, that he was old, and 
muſt die; and then gave out a Report that he was two 
= or 
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or three hundred Pounds the worſe for R. R. which 
was very bad on his Account, had it been true. But 


R. R. had a Copy of the Account truly ſtated between 
them, Debtor and Cr dior; which was delivered to a 
Perioa to hew to C. G. lettiug rhe ſame Perſon know 
that it was quite the contfary, and exactly the reverſe 
to what C. G. had pretended, tor indeed R. R. was 200 J. 
the worle for C. G's ſuipg him for a pretended Debt of 
200 l. when there was but 10 J. 83. 3 d. due, as above- 
ſaid; and what 15 aſſerted in this Cale by R. R. he can 


plainly prove to be true: For at the Time when he 


was arreſted, he had a little Eſtate, about the Value of 
20 J. fer eduuum; it was a good Dwelling Houſe, with 
Malt-Houſes and Conveniencies for the ſame Buſineſs; 
with a little Orchard and two Gardens, and a Meadow 
worth 3 J. 5 5. a Year; the whole Conveniency was not 
built under 700 J. but being bought by R. R. when the 
Houſe was in a decaying Condition, the whole was 
valued at no more than 250 J. beſides his Neceſſaries for 
Malting, which coſt him above 30 J. for moſt of them 
were Iron and Lead, bought at a low Price, beſides 
houſhoid Goods to the Value of 40 J. by a modeſt Com- 
Putation. All which Eitate and houſhold Goods, were 
diſpoſed of, by Perions whole Names may be mentioned 
in the following Relation, for leſs than 200 J. which is 
more than 100 J. Loſs to the ſaid R. R. beſides 2 Years, 
or 2 Seaſons Employment, which might. be worth at 
leaſt 100 J. more to him; as allo near 2 Years Impriſon- 
ment, which coſt him at leait 40 J. which when all is 
computed amounts to more than 200 J. and is all really 


loſt co R. R. ſince C. G. ſued him, without any Demand 


of Account, or Warning, that he would tue him if he 
did not pay him what was due to him. 


And 
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And notwithſtanding all the Endeavours and Perſwa- 
ſions that R. R's Friends have uſed from Time to Time 
with C. G. laying it before him what an unchriſtian- like 
Practice it is, to keep a Man in Priſon that is already 
ruined, and in no 8 to pay him any Money, being 
wholly deprived of an Employment, by reaſon of his 


- Confinement ; and it is manifeſt to all Men of Under- 


ſtanding that a Priſon will not pay Debts. All which 
R. R. ſignified 1a a Letter to C. G. (ſince he was in 
the Kzng's-Bench Priſon) and ſent it by the Garden 
Keeper, who thought to have prevaiied with C. G. to 
let him have his Liberty, that he might be capable of 
following ſome publick Buſineſs, without Fear of 'Trou- 
ble. But C. G's Anſwer was, that whoever came to 
entreat on his Account, he would not diſcharge him 
without Money. So that he is like to be a Pritoner 
for Term of Life, except the King and Parliament make 
an Act to clear inſolvent Debtors, and he falls within the 
Benefit of it. 

In the foregoing Relation there is ſome Mention 
made that R. R. after he was arreſted did fend to J. HF. 
and A. C. the one a Grocer, and the other an Upholſte- 
rer, both Men of plentiful Eſtates; they both came to 
him, to whom he made a Mortgage of his Eſtate, but 
not of his Goods. There is alſo mention made of Johz 
Polſue, who was Security for R. R. for 504. and was 
willing to be Bail, but R. R. could not find another ; for 
the Neiglibours ſaid, that it was J. F's and A. C's Bu- 
ſineſs to bail him, ſeeing they were ſecure, which no 
Man of Reaſon could deny. And moreover, tome of 
the Neighbours faid, that it J. F. and e4. C. were not 
concerned, that R. R. ſhould not go to Priſon for Want 


of Bail. 
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R. R. was carried to the Sheriff's Ward as is before 
related, and John Polſue came to viſit him ſeveral Times, 
—_— his Sorrow for his Misfortunes, and alſo 
complained, that to pay the 50 J. would ruin him; 
which Money was not borrowed a Month before R. 
R. was in Priſon ; who conſidering the Caſe of J. P. 
was not willing he ſhould ſuffer on his Account, and 
therefore to make him eaſy, confeſſed a Judgment to 
F. P. on his Goods, he promiſing to take no Advantage 
of R. R. in executing the ſame, but would keep it by 
him for his Security. 

This was done whilſt R. R. was a Prifoner at Bodiiyn, 


at the Keeper's Houle ; but ſoon after he was removed to 


the Miug's-Benuch, as before related, and did not hear of 
either of thoſe Men, who were ſecured of their Money, 
till about five Months after he had been in the Mug s- 


Bench Priſon, there came a Letter to his Hand from 


F. and el. C. before-mentioned of Plymouth, which 
informed, that they had (with the'Concurrence of his 
Wife) cryed his Eſtate, and fold it for 1561. 13 5. ad- 
ding, that they thought it a good Price, otherwiſe ſhould 
have acquainted him with it; and alſo that after the 


Sale of the Eſtate, there was a Judgment ſerved on 


the Goods by J. P. and that he would proceed to ſell off 


the Goods, but they deſired him to iorbear, till they 


had acquainted R. R. with it. 
The next Poſt after the Letter came to his Hand, he 


anſwered J. F. and A. C. in which he let them know 


how unjultly as well as un-neighbourly they had dealt 
by him, in making Sale of the Eſtate without his 
Knowledge or Orders ; adding, that he would not ſtand 
to the Sale. However J. F. and A. C. perſiſted, had 
a Writing drawn, and ſent to a Friend of theirs in 


London, to perſwade R. R. to ſign, which he __ 
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till he heard how they had dealt with his Wife and 
Daughter, both being very weakly and not able to 
help themſelves. | 

Letters paſſed on both Sides; the Man that bought 
it would not pay the Money, except R. R. ſigned the 
Deed. J. F. and «A. C. not knowing what to do, would 
not let R. R's Wife and Daughter be at Quiet, till they 
had wrote ſeveral Letters to him (who was ſtill in the 
King's Bench Priſon) and begged of him to ſign, that 
they might have Money to pay other Debts that were 
owing in the Country, and at Plymouth ; J. F. and A. 
C. promiſing that they only deſigned to pay themſelves, 
and to pay the Remainder according to R. R's Orders ; 
and never left till they had prevailed with his Wife and 
Daughter, and cauſed them to write to him in Priſon, 
that if he had any Kindneſs for them they deſired him 
to ſign; adding, that J P. had nothing to do to hinder 
them from paying the Money where they pleated, and 
that the Goods were moſt proper for J. P. to anſwer 
his Judgment, to pay the 50 J. before- mentioned. 

After ſuch fair Pretences, R. R. contented. rather 
than to difoblige his Wife and Daughter (being very 
earneſt in their Requeſt) and did ſign the Deed, and 
ordering that the Money ſhould be paid, and only deſired 
41. to be remitted, to pay the Priſon Fees, that he 
might have - the Liberty of the Rules, by which 
he hoped to get into tome Buſineſs in order to get his 


Livelihood. 


But after J. F. and A. C. had their Deſire anſwered, 
they refuſed to pay the Money as ordered, and only ſent 
him 5 J. to help ln out of Priſon, and two Guineas 
to his Wife, keeping all the Remainder of the Money, 
being about 80 J. more than was due to them, under 


Pretence that their Attorney had advited them they 
F could 
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eould not be ſafe: in paying it till J. P's Judgment was 
anſwered. 0 | 

By this deceitful Way of Proceeding, they have kept 

all the Money between them, and paid J. P. 60 J in 
Caſh, and valued all the Goods at no more than 20 J. 
which coſt R. R. more than 70 /. 5 
This being done, J. F. wrote to R. R. and would 
have him to fend him a Releaſe, and to inciude 
J. Polſue in the ſame, and on the Receipt thercot, 
he would pay what Money was left according to his 
Orders. 
But it is the Opinion of R. R. that the Meaſures 
they have taken are very unjuſt and barbarous, and he 
imagines that if he were in Txrkey amongſt Infidels, he 
ſhould not meet with ſuch bad Uſage, and ill Treatment 
as he has met with here, firft from C. G. and his Agent 
V. V. and his Attorney J. H. of Saltaſh, with his 
Officers; as alſo from the Hands of J. F. and A. C. but 
more eſpecially from J. P. who pretended a great deal gf 
Kindaels for him. 

It is thought fit to give a full Account. of the firſt 
Beginning of the Concerns between J. F. and A. C. 
of Plymouth, and R. R. of Saltaſh. Some Time after 
Harveſt, as R. R. was riding to Ph mouth, he met J. F. 
and A. C. near the halt way Houſe, who propoſed to 
him, that if he would buy for them the following Sea- 
ſon, he ſhould have full Employment, and be at no trou- 
ble to ſeek Money for Bills, which at certain Times 
is ſcarce at Plymouth. This Propoſal of theirs was con- 
lidered by R. R. and. hoping he ſhould have leſs Trouble. 
and as much Profit, which they promiſed to make good 
to the faid R. R. in a few Weeks after they agreed, 
and had a Writing drawn of the Agreement between 
them, viz. J. F. and A. C. on the one Side, and R. R. 
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on the other; and purſuant to the ſame, he made a 
Beginning to buy new Oats for them, bur not any old 
Corn, for R. R. had reſerved the old Corn to compleat 

But ſoon after R. R. had been at the Markets, ix. 
Callington, Tæviſtoch, and Lanceſton, three principal Mar- 
kets for Oats that Way, William Woolf, before- mentioned, 
whom C. G. had ſent there to buy Corn, frequented 
the ſame Markets, but could buy very little Oats 
whilſt R. R. was there; therefore he cauſed him to be 


arreſted, and put out of his Way, and advanced the 
Price ot Oats from 9g. per Quarter to 11 F. 3 d. in one 
Market Day. And now having ſhut up R. R. in Priſon, 
he thought he ſhould have all theſe Markets in his own 
Hand; but he was miſtaken, for afterwards there. were 
many others employed to buy Oats and ocher Grain, 
which put the Farmers in a great Expectation of a 
Dearth, by Reaſon in ſome Places, both Oats and Bar- 
ley were very ſhort and thin, occaſioned by Want of 
Rain, of which, that Summer there was but little for 
three or four Months, ſo that the thin Ground brought 
but ſmall Crops. | 

William Woolf bought that Seaſon for C. G. as much 
Oats and other Grain as coſt 1400 J. as a Plymouth Man 
told R. R. in the Mug's-Beuch Priſon. But the Price 
of Corn fell at London before C. G's Corn came to 
Market, ſo that he loſt ſome Hundreds of Pounds by 
Corn that Seaſon. And others alſo, for there were ſuch 
vaſt Quantities of Oats brought from Sco/and and 
Wales, and elſewhere, that the London Market fell very 
low, and continued fo moſt Part of the Summer after; 
and ſcarce any Profit was to be made of it, but it was. 
rather Loſs than Gain. 
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Now if C. G. loſt by the Corn which W. W. bought 
for him, how can he juſtly charge that on R. R. whom 
he had ſhut up in Priſon, let all conſiderate Men judge, 
and how vain it is for him to raiſe ſuch a Report, that 
he had loſt two or three hundred Pounds by R. R. 
What an Evaſion was this, to put off ail Blame from 
himſelf? Which is really Fact, and which R. R. can 
ſufficiently prove by good Witneſſes, that C. G. laid 


ſuch a Charge on him, which Report was as great a Fallity 


as can be reported, or it was quite the Reverſe; and 


if C. G. will own the Truth, he muſt confeſs, that he 


got very conſiderably by the twelve hundred Quarters 


of Oats which R. R. bought for him, for Oats advanced 


much, and continued high all that Seaſon. 
One Thing is omitted concerning the Bargain between 
F. and A. C. and R. R. vis. when they were acquainted 


that William Woolf had advanced the Price of Oats from 


< 5. per Quarter to 11 f. 3 d. they refuſed to lay out any 
more Money, and would not perform their Agreement 
with R. R. adding, that Milliam Woolf gave more than 
the London Market. | | 
Whilſt R. R. was a Priſoner in the Kzzg's- Bench Pri- 
fon, ſeveral Tranſlations happened there, which were 
as follows. It is cuſtomary tor the Priſoners to hold a 
Court once or twice a Week, in order to judge between 
the Priſoners, to prevent their wronging one another if 
it be poſſible ; but that is hard to perform, tor ſome will 
act quite contrary to Reaſon whatever Puniſhment is in- 
flicted on them. 
From the 2oth Day of Jannary, 1723, to the 14th of 
February following, the chiefeſt Matter debated in the 
Court was about a Table of Fees, which the Priſoners 
demanded, as due to them from the Marſhal by Law; 


and they had very often ſollicited him on that Account, 
| and 
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and he promiſed ſeveral Times that they ſhould have 
it ſet up in a convenient Place, where all Perſons might 
view and underſtand what Fees they had to pay when 
they were diſcharged. But the Marſhal not periorm- 
ing his Promiſe, in putting up a Table as expected; at 
length ſome of the Priſoners grew very angry at his 
Neglect of Time, ſo that there was a Letter writ by 
the Priſoner, and ſigned by forty or fifty more, in be- 
half of the whole, to let him know, that unleſs he per- 
formed his Promiſe, as was expected, they would en- 
deavour to right themſelves ſome other Way, tor they 
had been at ſeveral Pounds Charge to move the Court of 
Kins's- Bench, at Weſtminſter. 

But the Marſhal ſtill: preventing their having Acceſs 
to the Judge, they told him, that now he muſt Took 
to it, for they would take another Method; as indeed 
they did, for thoſe that had Money treated thoſe that 
had none, and very often they would be drunk, and fit 
up all Night; ans when drunk, being fit for any evil 
Action, ſometimes they would pull down a Door, and 


make a noiſe as it they would pull down the Houſe, 


and be in a Rage. At another 'Time they pulled down 
another Door, ſwearing they would pull down the Priſon 
if the Marſhal would not let them have a Table of 
Fees, according to Law. At laſt they were got to ſuch 


an Height, that they had left but one Door within the 


Lodge; and on the 28th Day of Febrzary, they pulled 
down Part of a Stable, which was in the Garden be- 
longing to the Priſon; and about ten or eleven O Clock 
at Night, they made a Fire in the Garden, with the 
Doors, and Boards of the Stable, which they had bro- 


ken down, which Fire at that Time of Night alarmed 


the Neighbourhood, and ſeveral were afraid that the 
0 8 Fire 
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Fire would reach other Houſes ; but it was not ſo dange- 
rous as it look'd to be. | 

One Thing is omitted; for the ſame Day in the 
Morning a certain Bayliff arreſted a Man in the Rules, 
and was come within the Lodge Door, which when the 
Priſoners. underſtood, they endeavoured to get him into 
the Houſe ; for they cannot endure Bayliffs, and it is. 
ja Cuſtom. to put ſuch under the Pump to puniſh 
them. 

But the Turnkey being a Friend to the Bayliff, would 
not ſuffer him to fall into their Hands; which made 
them worſe than they were before. This was acted 
before the Fire was made; the Priſoners that were ſober 
judging, that the Damage done to the Houſe, by burning 
the Doors, and the Boards of the Stable, might be about 
10 J. being only the outſide, for the Roof was not 
broken down, nor any Damage done to it. The under 
Room ſerved for half a Dozen of the Priſoners to dine 
in all the Summer after. The Reaſon alledged by the 
Priſoners who were the chief Actors of this Miſchief, 
Was, that the Stable was a Nuſance to them in their 
Walking in the Garden in the Summer, occaſioned by 
the Horſe Dung and Water; and that it was an Impo- 
fition on them by the Marſhal, for it was not ſo in for- 
mer Years. 

The next Day after the Fire, being the 29th of the 
ſame Month, moſt of the drunken Folk were lleeping. 
But the chief Actor of the Project was walking in the 
Garden, and was heard to ſay, that he would have all 
the Stable Root down ; bur he was prevented by what 
tollows. 

The Marſhal and Turnkey pretended that the Priſo— 
ners were mutinous, and had made a Riot the Day be- 
tore, and to ſuppreſs them (as was reported) hired the 

Turnkey

Turnkey of Newgate, alſo the Turnkeys of the Mar- 
ſhalſea and Compter Priſon, with a great Number of 
Ruffians, who were made drunk on purpoſe to do Miſ- 
chief. They were let into the Priſon the ſame Day, 
> about three or four in the Afternoon, all well ar- 
25 med with Blunderbuſſes charged, and with Cutlaſſes, 
2 and others with Back- Swords, and ſome with Clubs, and 
; great Staves, and much Rabble, as if they would deſtroy 
all; for their Order was, to knock down all they met 
with in their Way, under Pretence that the Priſoners 
were mutinous, when indeed they were all quiet, and 
no Diſturbance among them, neither was there any 
Thing done that Day, except the Stable Door pulled 
down. 
When thoſe rude Men came into the Priſon, they 
: fell to knocking down as many as they met -1n their 
f Way, beating ſeveral, and looking as fierce as though 
they would kill every Body, and ſhot off their Blunder- 
buſſes, which were charged on purpoſe to deſtroy Men's 
Lives; and after they had knocked down as many as 
were in their Way, there came out of the Houle into the 
Yard, one William Allen, a Priſoner, without any Arms, 
they immediately fell upon him, and knocked him down, 
> and when he endeavoured to rife, they knocked him 
; down a fecond Time; till they had wounded him fo, 
that they broke his Skull, and his Blood ran about the 
Pavement, of which Wounds he dy'd the 4th of March 
tollowing. | 
This is a true Relation of the barbarous Uſage the 
Priſoners met with, under Pretence of ſuppreſſing a 
Riot, when there was none. After the ſaid Allen was 
dead, a Jury was ſummoned, ſome Priſoners, and ſome 
of the Neighbours, and the Coroner, or his Deputy, 


came ; but they could not agree, for ſome of the Jury 
G2 were 
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were on the Marſhals ſide, for they hoped to have Fa- 


vour thereby; and ſo it prov'd, for they that were moſt 
active in doing the Miſchief ia the Priſon, turned In- 
formers againſt the Reſt, and thereby got their Liber- 
ty. 
The Jury met ſeveral Times, ö ut could not agree; 
many Witneſſes were ſworn who ſaw the Blows given 
to William allen, and ſaid, they knew the Men that 
murdered him. But it tell out at that Time that the 
Coroner dy'd, which put a Stop to the Proceedings about 
the Murder ot Allen, and the Jury was adjourned from 
one Month to another, till a new Coroner was choſen, 
and ſworn according to Law. Some of the Jury were 
new Men, but the Foreman was the ſame; at length 
they agreed, and gave in their Verdict that it was wiltul 
Murder. 
This was about three Months after eAllex was killed, 


_all which Time the Corps lay in a Coffin in the Garden, 


in a Trench made on Purpoſe, covered with ſome old 
Hay, and a Door laid on it. But it was not offenſive, 
the Weather being cool, and the Garden large. He was 
buried in St. George's Pariſh, by ſome of his Friends, 
who pretended that they would avenge his Brood. 

The Marſhal to ſcreen himſelf from the aforeſaid 
Murder, indicted twelve of the Priſoners tor Felony, 
and the Evidences were Priſoners at that Time, and 
ſome that were as active in doing the Miſchief as an 
that were there; but to get their Liberty, ſwore again 
the reſt, and ſo were not proſecuted ; by which Means, 
thoſe that were guilty in doing the Damage went free, 
and others who did little or nothing ſuttered, 

Some Time before the Aſſizes, there came out War- 


rants and Habeaſes to carry thoſe twelve Men who were 


indicted to Mugſton, to try them for their Lives, and 
| | of 
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of the twelve Men that were indiQed, there could but 
four: be found to N to the Aſſizes; although there 
was but two of them broke our of Priſon, and alt rhe 
it vs favoured; and of thoſe four who wefe try'd, 
there Was but one caſt for his Life, and put into Trons ; 
his Name was «eAbLyes, who was kept a Prifotier in the 
County Jayl till he was ſaved by the King's Pardon; 
the . main Evidence againſt him was the Perion that did 
moſt of the Miſchief that was done in the Priſon. 
Among the many Priſoners, there was one that pre- 
tended that he would to the ucmoſt of his Power be 
ayenged on thoſe bloody Villains that had, mutdered 
William Allen, for all the reſt that Were wounded reco- 
vered. And he made ſome Steps towards it, and got 
the Lord Chief Juſtice's Warrant to apprehend thoſe 
Perſons that were concerned in the Murder But after- 
wards he neglected the Proſecutions. being one of the in- 
dicted Men before-faid who got his Liberty out of 
Priſon, and none appearing at the Aſſizes to a& in the 
Behalt of W:ilkiam Allen, 55 Tryal of the Murder was: 
deferred till the next Aſhzes; and except Providence 
raiſes. an Inſtrument to make Inquilition, it is likely the 
Murder, will . be ſtifled, - and the Murderers go free. 
Some farther Relation is neceſſary. to be given of rhe 
| AE Fen. 00 
here is a Parſon, or Curate allowed to preach in a 
Chapel, between the Maſter's ſide. and the common 
ſide, where the Parſon came once a Week, but was hin- 
dered from Preaching, by Reaſon that it is a Cuſtom 
in the Priſon when any,dye to carry the Corps torthwith 
1ato, the Chapel, and there keep it for ſeven or eight

nor; near it. This Practice is. common, which they fay 
15 
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is the Fault of the Undertaker, who makes all the 
Coffins of thoſe that the Marſhal buries. But however 
when the Room is made clean and ſweet, but few go to 
hear the Parion ; perhaps about twelve or fourteen Peo- 
ple out of fourſcore. And although they all profeſs them- 
ſelves Chriſtians, and will take it very hard if any one 


tells them they are not Chriſtians by their Practices, 


which are Drunkenneſs, Swearing, and other Debauche- 
ries, which are praCtiſed by may of them, but not all. 
In fine, a Priſon is a Type of Hell upon Earth, for it is 
the Practice of ſome of them to deceive and ſteal from 
their Fellow-priſoners whatever comes in their Way, and 
the Turnkeys and Drawers of Liquor extort near twic 
the intrinfick Value from the Priſoners. | 
The Priſon is well ſituated, and well watered, and 
the Rooms indifferent good for a Priſon, but the Fu r- 
niture and Bedding very ordinary. I do not think all 
the Furniture that belongs to the Chamberlain to be 
worth 10 J. to furniſh thirty Beds; fo that the Priſoners 
are very often forced at their firſt coming to lye on the 
Floor for ſeveral Weeks together, till they can make 
Proviſion for themſelves. But if they have Money, 
they may have any Hang that they deſire. There is a 
large Garden, and Houſes of Eaſe very convenient, with 
voy little Annoyance, and all forts of Proviſions brought 
in dreſſed, without Trouble. 3 hots 
All the foregoing Relation is of the Maſter's Side, and 
it may be expected that ſome Account ſhould be given 
of the common fide, which is parted only by a Brick 


Wall from the other, and both fore Doors are in the 


Street, ſo that the Priſoners have the Liberty to beg at 
the Grates, which the common ſide always do, there 
being two Men allowed to beg in the Street every day, 


| with Boxes in their Hands, to receive the Charity of 


well 
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well diſpoſed Perſons. By this Practice they ſometimes 
gather a great many Pence, and in the Evening divide 
the Money, which with the Proviſions that are brought 
in Baskets, maintains a Family of thirty Perſons in Num- 
ber, ſo that they do not want Meat nor Drink, but 
the Confinement is cloſe, and there is but little Room to 
walk, for they have no Garden but by the Leave of the 
Turnkey of the Maſter's Side; their Lodgings are moſtly 
under Ground, and are dark, every one having a Cabbin 
to himſelf. And notwithſtanding they are well provided 
for, conſidering it is a Priſon, yet they will get drunk, 
and quarrel often one with another, 3 one another 
to a high Degree, inſomuch that thoſe of the Maſter's 
Side, that lye over their Heads, cannot ſleep for the 
Noiſe they make, which ſometimes is very hideous and 
troubleſome. They have a Sort of Government among 
them, and chuſe a Mayor to govern the reſt, and they 
have a Conſtable, and other Officers to act and deter- 
mine Differences, as they have on the Maſter's Side; 
they have ſome Shew of Worſhip towards God alſo, and 
do ling Pſalms very lou. 

But this common Side is not. eaſily obtained, there 
mutt be Favout᷑ in the Caſe, for firſt they mult ſwear that 
they can not cotrimand 5 J. and next they muft pay about 
15 v. for the accuſtomed Fees, before they are admit- 
ted ; and, then they muſt take an Oath of Secreſy, that 
is not to divulge any Thing of the Incomes of the ſaid 
Houſe, but to be” true to their Truſt, and perform all 
the Offices that belong to the ſame; and they muſt 
beg ſo many Days in the Week, or pay for one to beg 
ar them, if they be fick, or: uncapable to beg them- 
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
